A Dixon well-1-digger died 


about 4:30 p.jn.-Frida.x.jy.h.en 
7,200 volts from ajpower line 
passed through'his well dig- 
ging rig and his body at the 
Walter Knack, Jr., home near 
Grand Detour. 


Frank Stultz, 61, of 1223 


W. First St., was believed 
killed instantly when the wind 
evidently blew the high ten- 
sion wire against the boom of 
his rig. 


Hi wife, Naomi, and his.broth- 


er-in-law, Paul Dcnison, Dixon, 
witnessed the death.

Stultz home. He was removing his 
drill from the completed well when 
the accident occurred. 


Hold Inquiry 


Lee county coroner Robert Pres- 


ton held an inquiry at 10 a. m. to- 
day to determine the details of the 
death.• 


Following the accident, Mrs. 


Stultz rushed to the nearby cot- 
tage of Peter O'Mallcy, Dixon and 
collapsed after telling what had 
happened.

Robert 


Hammarstrom, White Rock, called 
a Dixon physician 
who applied 


artificial respiration for more than 
an hour. 


After the initial shock the high 


tension wire touched the well dig- 
ging rig several more times, wit- 
nesses said. Hammarstrom 
and 


neighbors removed Stultz's body 
by using a dry board as an in- 
sulator. 


Electrical service 
in 
several 


nearby homes was knocked out by 
the accident but was repaired later 
by power company officials. 


Mr. Stultz was born March 7, 


1890, in Dixon and entered the 
well digging business at an early 
age. 


Besides his widow he leaves two 


sons, Hubert and Frank, Jr., at 
home; three daughters, Mrs. Sid- 
ney Gebhardt, Rock Falls, Mrs. 
James Miley, Jancsville, Wis.; and 
Mrs. Paul Van Oostcn, Dixon; two 
sisters. Mrs. Helen Dcnison, Dixon, 
and Mrs. Lawrence Martin, Ore- 
gon, and a half sister, Miss Maude 
Brookes. Dixon.

Cows Keep Cottage Cozy . . . 


LUND SWEDEI—(AP)—How many cows does it 


take to heat a house? Eighteen bossies keep one farm- 
er's family cozy all winter—from a distance—at a state 
sponsored model near this village in- southern Sweden. 


The cows give milk too. 
They don't know it ,but while they relax, their 


body heat is collected and piped 40 yards to the farm- 
house where it keeps five rooms nice and warm.

Engineer Marten Blomquist started the experiment 


two and one half years ago for a Swedish state research 
committee for farmyard workers. He said it works 
fine.Bloomquist found that one cow produces between 
17 and 20 pounds of steam and about 80,000 British 
Thermal Units BTU) every 24 hours. 


'(A BTU is the quantity of heat required to raise 


the temperature of one pound of water one degree 
Fahrenheit at or near its maximum point of density.)

A bunch of cows don't need all that heat to keep 


their barn comfortable, Blomquist reasoned. 
So he 


installed a combination air conditioning and heat( heat 
pump device in the cow barn to borrow some BTU s for 
the farmhouse. 
The engineer figures he saves about 50 per cent of 


the excess heat formerly wasted on cattle. 


The temperatures in the barn and house, he said, 


can be maintained at a constant level by. thermoslatic 
control.

ing in Washington and the inter- 
national political factors which, 
in the judgment of officials here, 
Weighed ngainst his proposals for 
bombing Manchurian bases and 
taking over moves against the 
Chinese Communists outside Ko- 
rea.

Bragg told a coroner's jury that 
c was attacked by his prisoners 
ear Indian Creek, a few miles 
outh of Warner Robins, shot them 
n self defense and then drove on 
o Robins where the soldiers were 
ead on arrival at a base hospital. 
Tie jury returned a verdict of self 
cfense. 
Bragg said this is what he told 


he coroner's jury. 


"The two soldiers attacked me 
s I was driving over a narrow 
ridge. The men, each of good 


size, crowded against the wheel 
and forced the car over against a 
side of the road. 


'"One of the men seized me by 


the throat and began choking me. 
He called out to the other, 'kill him 
—kill him—kill him.' He said that 
about a dozen times.

Grabbed Gun 


"The other grabbed my gun. 


This is your last roundup,' he said 
to me. 'This is the end.' 


"Somehow, I managed to wrench 


the gun from his grasp. The men 
were 
handcuffed 
together, 
but 


they were all over me. 


"I had to shoot in self-defense. 
"My boy sat very still on the 


back scat."

Bragg said he recognized one 


of the men as a soldier he had 
taken into custody 
and • turned 


over to military authorities several 
months ago.

With the floor and 
wall finish, total cost of an extra 
Jath can be kept to around 5500. 
FHA-insurcd modernization loans, 
payable in three years, are still 
available for such work, despite 
recent credit restrictions. ,

The Doctor Says: 


Some Folks Are Sensitive 
To Caffeine in Beverages 
o 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. U. 


It is not unusual, perhaps par- 


ticularly among our brethren of 
Scandinavian descent, for a person 
to drink 18 or 20 cups of coffee a 
day or even more. This must be 
quite a strain on the budget today, 
and those who drink so much 
should also consider the possible 
effect on their health. 


Coffee, tea, and some other bev- 


erages contain an active drug 
known as caffeine. This drug has 
known actions on the heart, the 
blood .vessels, and the nervous 
system. 


Indeed caffeine is sometimes 


used in medicine to produce some 
specially desired effects on these 
organs 
or systems. It 
seems 


strange, then, that it can be taken 
so freely in drinks without having 
more profound effects. 


Coffee (or tea) 
as ordinarily 


consumed acts as a mild stimulant. 
It increases the physical and men- 
tal energy and makes a person feel 
less tired. Perhaps other ingredi- 
ents, of coffee aid in .this comfort- 
ing effect—the heat for example— 
but it is the caffeine which doubt- 
less makes coffee drinking so par- 
ticularly pleasurable. 


There seems to be a good deal 


of individual variation between 
the ability of different people to 
tolerate the drug-like action of 


1 coffee. Some, especially those who 


live vigorous outdoor lives, can 
drink almost unlimited amounts 
without noticing it. 


Others, especially those of a 


"nervous" temperament, find that 
coffee gives them headaches, di- 
gestive 
disturbances, interferes 


with the sleep or brings other un- 
pleasant symptoms. 


Such things must be considered 


as evidence of chronic' poisoning. 
Indeed if they stop coffee alto- 
gether the symptoms may get_ 
worse for a time and this is a sure' 
sign that the coffee isn't doing 
them any good. 


BE REASONABLE 


AH this adds up to the fact most 


of us can drink a reasonable 
amount of coffee without harm. 
It makes us feel better for a while 
and often serves as a sociable oc- 
casion. 
But coffee contains an 


active drug to which some people 
are more sensitive than others. 


There is also a form of chronic 


poisoning against which 
coffee 


drinkers should be on the alert; if 
the signs develop the amount of 
caffeine 
consumed 


sharply reduced.

Yesterday we showed how to bid 


with a hand that is too strong for 
one no-trmp but too weak for two 
no-trump. You bid one of a suit 
and then jump in no-trump at your 
second turn. Today we show the 
exception to that rule. 


If South responds with one of 


a suit, North jumps to two no- 
trump. When South makes the 
weak response of one no-trump, 
North raises to two no-trump. 
, Note that this raise shows a 
very strong hand. North knows 
that South has very little, cut he 
is still willing to invite a game. 
This takes real power. 


South has a trifle more than 


might be expected, so he accepts 
the invitation. He knows that 
North has roughly twice the value 
of an average hand. This is just 
right, for North actually does have 
two aces, two kings, two queens, 
two jacks, and two tens.

be if South were foolish enough to 
win the first trick with the king 
of diamonds. South's natural play, 
then, is to lead clubs, and down 
he goes.

Now 
West's suit is established, and he 
still has the ace of hearts as the 
entry to it. 


South can make his contract in 


any case if he tackles* hearts be- 
fore clubs—but how can he guess 
which ace to knock out first? By 
refusing the first trick he spares 
himself a guess.

This would bring armed services civilian employment up 
to 1,600,000, or about one civilian for every two and a 
fraction uniformed personnel. Economy-minded Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd immediately jumped on the proposal, and 
Department of Defense wasn't ready with its explana- 
tion, which it is now hastily trying to put together. 


Reason for big civilian employment is said to be in

With few exceptions, the highest quality in fresh fruits and 


vegetables comes when the harvest is m full swing. Remember, that 
the earliest strawberries, the earliest apples, earliest tomatoes or 
cantaloupes, are often low grade. 
Fruits and vegetables harvested 
a little later are usually of better 
quality. Asparagus and rhubarb 
are coming into full swing and 
are in this stage now. Consider

Cook Asparagus Short Time 
Tasty asparagus is being found 


in many, home gardens and on 
the vegetable counters in abun- 
dance. 
In order to get all its 


flavor and food value, cook only 
until tender. 


A short cooking time gives a 


colorful and flavorful vegetable. 
iJXe asparagus tips require only 
about five minutes; 
the stalks 


should be cooked uncovered for 
about 15 minutes. 


If you cook the vegetable cov- 


ered only small amounts of water 
are needed. Just enough to pro- 
duce steam. If 
uncovered, you 


need to increase water, so cover 
the vegetable. 


Some tasty ways to serve as- 


^ragus are in melted butter on 
fflelba toast or with an easy to 
make cheese sauce. 


To'make the cheese sauce, just 


add grated or thinly sliced Ameri- 
can cheese to a white sauce, and 
stir the sauce over very low heat 
until melted. 


Freezing Asparagus 


More of the original flavor, col- 


or, texture and nutritive value of 
asparagus is retained when it is 
*zozen. However 
freezing does 


iSt add anything—therefore se- 
lect asparagus of the highest qual- 
ity in its fresh state. 


Be sure to have no woodiness in 


asparagus pick it at the stage 
when it is best for eating. Dis- 
card all tough portions. The Mary 
Washington variety of asparagus 
is the best freezer. Freeze quick- 
ly as possible after cutting. 


Carefully wash asparagus, re- 


moving all scales, for sand often 
jfdes under the scales. Discard- 
ing any tough stalks which a 
knife doesn't cut through easily. 


Sort according to 
thickness; 


leave spears in length to fit pack- 
age or cut in 1 or 2-inch lengths. 


Blanch in boiling water, about 


one pound of vegetable to 
six 


quarts of water, for three min- 
utes; time carefully. 
Count the 


time from the moment the vege- 
table is put into the water. 
*Cool at once in cold running 
water or ice water. Drain aspar- 
agus on paper towels and pack 
dry. Seal tightly in freezer con- 
tainers. 


Use blanching water over and 


over. 


Preserving Pic Plant 


Preserving is a far better way 


to preserve rhubarb for year- 
around use than "putting it down 


water"—or uncooked canning, 
method widely used by home- 


makers in the North, according 
to the New York Experiment Sta- 
tion. 


The customary way to preserve 


rhubarb or "pie plant" in many 
northern homes is to cut the 
stalks in pieces, place them in 
fruit jars, run in water, cover the 
jar and store in the basement— 
with no cooking., This is a sim- 
iie method of preservation but

rhubarb packed and stored this 
way is inferior in flavor and other 
qualities to that preserved by 
freezing, tests at the Station 
proved. 


Rhubarb 
was prepared 
for 


freezing in four different ways. 
After washing and cutting the 
stalks in inch pieces, one lot was 
simply put in cartons and frozen. 
Another lot was scalded in boiling 
water 1% minutes, cooled, pack- 
aged and frozen. A third lot was 
scalded, then covered with sirup 
before packaging 
and 
freezing. 


The fourth lot was cooked in 
sirup before packaging and freez- 
ing. 


After six months at zero F. the 


uncooked lots were cooked and 
the pre-cooked 
frozen 
rhubarb 


was thawed before serving to the 
judges. The rhubarb put down in 
water was made into sauce. The 
judges agreed that all the frozen 
samples were superior to the rhu- 
barb put down in water. 


Though most 
home freezing, 


the New York scientists say that 
rhubarb is one of the few products 
in the vegetable class which can 
be frozen satisfactorily without a 
heat treatment—perhaps because 
of its acidity. 


How to Defrost Your Home 


Freezer 


Stocks of food are running low 


in home freezers, so now is a 
good time to defrost the box and 
give it a thorough cleaning. 


Manufacturers' directions 
for 


defrosting their various boxes are 
quite similar—the idea being to 
do this job quickly so that the 
food won't thaw and the freezer 
won't heat up. 


Transfer all the frozen pack- 


ages to the refrigerator, or else 
pile them in a carton with chilled 
blankets or wadded newspapers on 
the bottom, around the sides and 
on the top to act as insulation. 


Turn the control to "off 
and 


proceed with the defrosting as 
your manufacturer recommends. 
When the general defrosting is 
completed, wash the interior of 
the food 
storage 
compartment 


with a baking soda solution — 
three tablespoons of soda to one 
quart of warm water. 


Dry the walls and baskets thor- 


oughly, turn the control to "on" 
and let the box run for a while 
to become cold before returning 
the frozen food to it. 


When you rearrange the food 


in the freezer, place the oldest 
packages on top so that the food 
will be used while it is still good.

mats as meaning: 


1. Britain is ready now to go 


along with the American idea of 
tightening e c o n o m i c pressure 
against the Chinese Communists 
and other Soviet bloc countries.

Pat on RFC Influence Charge 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Senator 


Fulbright (D-Ark) and his senate 
banking subcommittee stood pat 
today on their charge that White 
House Aide Donald S. Dawson 
used the political influence of his 
office to sway Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation 
(RFC) loan 


policies. 


Dawson yesterday wound up 


two days' testimony before the 
group during which he repeatedly 
denied the charge. He later told 
reporters 
the 
hearing 
"clearly 


demonstrates there was no impro- 
priety" in his conduct as confi- 
dential adviser to President Tru- 
man on the dispensing of govern- 
ment jobs. 


His Opinion 


Fulbright countered this today 


in an interview in which he said: 


"That's his opinion. Anyone can 


draw his own conclusions." 


Fulbright said the subcommittee 


would "let stand as its major re- 
port" to the senate the one it 
issued in February charging Daw- 
son and others formed a clique 
which exerted improper influence 
on RFC. 


President Truman has called 


that report asinine—a remark to 
which Fulbright reacted by calling 
public hearings and asking Daw- 
son to testify. 


Fulbright said today the report 


will stand, to be followed by a 
supplemental one within a month 
reviewing the sworn testimony of 
witnesses whose words, he con- 
tends, support his view. He re- 
cessed the hearings until an in- 
definite later date.

-Daw- 
son said he had been consulted in 
the appointment of the RFC board 
of directors from which Syming- 
ton took over in the reorganiza- 
tion.
